Governor Brewster stated that he 
offered the plan at the request of 
Mr; Hoover, as an authorized: expo- 
sition ofa part of his program for 
the reduction of unemployment. 

Mr.. Hoovey’s authorization for 
placing the proposal before the gov- 
ernors.._.was ..given..to Governor 
Brewster. within the last week and 
was sent to him.by. ‘telegraph. 

As outlined’ by Governor Brewster, 
the procedure provides for the co- 
operation of Federal and State gov-

The Hoover bull market struck a 
Shag yesterday. For the first time 
since the election, a decline. of good- 
sized proportions developed ‘and the 
sight of rapidly melting quotations 
So struck terror to, the hearts of 
timid, speculators that they dumped 
stocks overboard regardless of’ price 
in the final hour of trading. It was 
a, short. but. swift reaction and it 
developed within a very few minutes. 
Like a’ thunderstorm, it was over, 
too, in a few minutes, for after their 
quick dip prices rallied rather 'vigor- 
ously at ‘the close. 
The day in Wall Street was one of 
confusion, mainly. because of the 
tardy tickers which gave traders 
only @ vague idea of ‘where they 
stood and because, too, of the tre- 
mendous public interest in- the mar- 
ket. It was ‘another day in‘ which 
the trading was on an” énormous 
scale, the turnover on the New: York 
Stock Exchange havitg amounted: to 
6,014,855 shares, thé ‘third six-miflion 
share day in its history, On the 
Curb all -previous. records were 
broken with sales of '2/214,600:shaies, 
.But the day, was’ nat-withbyt! its 
bullish developments. “A Stoek Ex- 
change seat sold for $525,000, a gain 
of $30,000 from the last previous sale. 
Tt. was also announced that the Ex- 
change, starting today, would elim- 
inate printing of sales volume on the 
tickers after the. initial. quotations 
in a desperate attempt to keep up 
with. the traffic in’ stocks, which has 
developed since the election. 


Market Balanced Most of Day. 


‘The market “day ‘started tamely 
enough; but gathered velocity as it 
went. along. It was one,’ however, 
in. which irregularity prevailed toa 
great extent. At the noon. hour, 
when the ticker was forty-three mih- 
utes behind the market, it was just 
about a stand-off, with many stocks 
a point or so up and many of them 
a point or so down. This continued 
until late afternoon, just about bal- 
ancing the selling orders. From in-

Next Year Will Be a Crucial Time 
in Our Economic Life, He Tells 
Founders’ Association. 





Prosperity in America’s present 
situation is a state of mind 
than a fact, Virgil Jordan, chief 
economist of the National Industrial 
Conference Board, declared yester- 
day in a speech at the annual’ con- 
vention of the National Founders’ 
Association at the Hotel Astor. 
Mr. Jordan declared that the in- 
dustries which were enjoying pros- 
perity were those which catered to 
new wants of the population and 
provided the luxuries which made 
for a high standard of living and 
that the basic industries providing 
the fundamental requirements of 
food, clothing, fuel and transporta- 
tion, the textile industry, the coal 
industry, agriculture, the railroads 
and shipping, had suffered from 
world-wide depression or had failed 
to share in the Fuge prosperity. 
*““‘While new h industrial records 
of 1928 indicate the test outburst 
of productive activity witnessed in a 
single year of our history, there has 
been no year since the war, or even 
in our pre-war history, in which the 
overworked word ‘prosperity’ has 
had less real and definite meanin 
or has been more uncertain an 
questionable than it is today,’’ Mr. 
Jordan said. ‘‘Next year will ke 
down as a crucial in our economic 
life, for in it we shill come face 
face with certain new, funda- 
mental and unsolved problems of 
economic control and adjustment. 
“This country is now firmly in the 
grasp of a ‘p complex,’ 
which has been y and insid- 
iously built up during the last few 
years. Prosperity in the present sit- 
uation is rather a state of mind than 
a fact susceptible of demonstration 
either by statistics or by actual ex- 
perience among business men or the 
general public. In larger part, it is 
an illusion created by extraordinary 
financial. conditions, by exceptional 
lee ate te cadion! Chacon te 
oO c ges in 
the’ organization and methods of 
manufacture, by changes in methods 
of distribution and by shifts in the 
living habits of the urban popula- 
tion. These changes have been car- 
ried forward on a powerful tide of 
inflation, so that their significance 
and the problems they raise for the 
e have been submerged and ob- 
scured from public attention. 
**The small independent retailer is 
up in arms against the chain store, 
and is egging on the Federal Trade 
Commission to harass these large 
corporations. The small manufac- 
turer is pressing insistently for re- 
gy of the oak cans i Pay that 
e too may c a r e good 
ship Prosperity: on which the big fel- 
lows are sailing, while millions of 
farmers have been appealing loudly 
and insistently for governmental! re- 
lief in recent years and are going 
to get it.’’ 
Mr. Jordan expressed belief that 
the solution would be found in the 
balancing of production and con- 
sumption, not by restricting produc- 
tion, but bv the expansion of con- 
sumer purchasing power to keep it 
in step with production.

Farm Aid Cannot Be Solved 
at Next Regular Session. 





URGES ANTI-WAR TREATY 


Senator Declares It Is Backed by 
“the Public Opinion of the 
Entire World.” 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.— Wear- 
ing the golden sash of the seventh 
degree of the National Grange and |- 
introduced as ‘‘a brother Granger,’’ 
Senator William E. Borah, in ad- 
dressing the National Grange’s an- 
nual convention today, renewed his 
insistence that farm relief legislation 
should be undertaken at a special 
session of Congress in the Hoover ad- 
ministration instead of being at- 
tempted at the short session, which 
will be begun on Dec. 3 and end 
three months later. Mr. Borah ex- 
pressed the opinion that the ques- 
tion of farm relief could not be set- 
tled in the brief period of the coming 
regular legislative session. 

Incidentally he expressed the hope 
that the Kellogg anti-war treaty 
would be ratified by the Senate at 
the regular session and answered the 
criticisms of its opponents. 

What Senator Borah told the Na- 
tional Grange today was in line with 
his view that if the farm problem 
is taken up at the regular Congres- 
sional session no time will be avail- 
able to ratify the anti-war treaty, 
which he regards as of prima 
portance to the country an 
world. The treaty, he said, was the 


greatest forward step ever taken in 
the history of the world. 
Says Public Opinion Backs It. 

Criticism that no provision was 
made for:the use of force to give ef- 
fectiveness to the treaty Mr. Borah 
answered by declaring that the honor 
and good faith of the signatory 
nations: were all that were behind 
any treaty. Behind the pledged 
faith of sixty nations, he remarked, 
‘‘is the organized public oponion and 
conscience of the entire world.” 

Taking up the matter of farm legis- 
lation, Senator Borah answered the 
contentions of those who are insist- 
ing that the proposed measure of 
agtionisorat relief should be disposed 

within the three months of the 
regular session. 

He spoke of both major political 
parties being pledged in their nation- 
al platforms to enact such a measure, 
which placed responsibility for its 
passage on their representatives, but 
pointed out that because of ‘‘the 

of other matters”’ it would be 
impossible, in his opinion, to dispose 
of the farm. -relief bill in the short 
period left of the present Congress. 


Urges Deliberate Action. 


“I don’t th k,” he said, ‘“‘that we 
should go into the short session with 
the spirit of passing so much legisla- 
tion through the legislative hopper 
and getting away. The farm ques- 
tion is not an easy one to solve. We 
ought to deal with it deliberately and 
oper at a special session. The 
contention that a special session of 
Congress would be a menace to busi- 
ness was ridiculed by Senator Borah. 
Some of the matters requiring special 
legislation were more disturbing to 
the country than a special session 
would be, he declared. 

“The farm question,” he said, ‘‘is 
the t immediate and imminent 
question’”’ before the American 
people, “If we hesitate, the party in | 
power will be subjected, and properly | 
subjected, to great criticism.”’

After a few questions about a boom 
which a member of the crew said 
had fallen from. the. port side into a 
boat, witness and examiner agreed 
that they could not understand what 
the incident could have been, ani 
the examination shifted again as 
follows: 

Q.—Did the carpenter or carpen- 
ter’s mate report to you after they 
had supposedly closed the coaling 
port? A.—Yes, I asked them if 
they had closed that. I asked him 
if he had put spun yarn and white 
lead around the edges to make it 
watertight and he said they had.

| tem which would have water run- 


ning through them which might 
have carried away? A.—There 
may have been pipes running 
through the bunkers. I cannot 
name them definitely. 

Q.—Could the chief engineer tell 
me? A.—I. think so. He was in 
the ship longer than I was. 

Q.—So that you do not know of 
any particular pipe where that 
might. have happened. A.—No, I 
cannot say.

Fall Civil Rights to 1,500

A petition urging President Cool- 
idge to issue a proclamation re- 
storing full rights of citizenship to 
the 1,500 men and women who were 


convicted under the Espionage act 
for their utterances during the 
World War was sent yesterday to 
the President by the American Civil 
Liberties Union.

In his annual report Captain Hob- 
son traced the progress of the fight 
against the drug evil since the con- 
ference held last year. He men- 


tioned the founding of the World 
Narcotic Defense Association and of 
the Narcotic Defense Foundation as 
two asa ay pom, 9 accomplishments. 
The foundation, he said, had mapped 
out a plan providing for an endow- 
ment of $10,000,000 within ten years.

‘Symphonies written to win prizes 
have seldom proved, of very much 
merit. It can be said of Atterburg’s 
symphony that while it is, not a 
great, powerfully original or arrest- 


ingly modern production, it ‘is con- 
siderably superior to the average 
prize composition that is now and 
again wrung from ‘the composer's 
brain. The music is clear, melodic, 
sincere in expression, well construct- 
ed after earlier symphonic models 





than those of.today. In this it fol-! 
lows the specifications and objectives | 
of the contest. 

The Schubert’ Centennial Commit- | 
tee’s prize was ‘offered for ‘‘an orig- 
inal symphonic work in one or more 
movements presented as an apotheo- 
zis of the lyrical genius of Schubert, 
and dedicated to his:memory on the 
occasion .of the centennial of his 
death.’’. Composers of a dozen dif- 
ferent countries competed for this, 
prize. - Kurt Atterburg, born in 
Gothenburg, Sweden, and now in his 
forty-first-year, came nearest; the re- 
quirements of the judges, who right- 
ly peatond. his score ‘‘for the quality 
of its melodic line, healthy themes, 
and good construction.’’ It was felt 
that this score signalized ‘‘a return 
to melody, the aim of the contest,” 
of which-it ‘“‘had fully realized the 
purposes.” Atterburg, ‘‘in the sim- 
plicity and beauty of his melodies, 
did not essay to achieve an equal; 
stature with Schubert, but laid a/| 
wreath on the monument of Schu-| 
bert’s -genius.”’ 

These statements are substantiated 
by the character of the symphony, 
which the audience heard’ without 
any preconceptions as to._its con- 
struction or its inner ‘program,’ if 
it has any. For Mr. Gilman, pro- 
gram” annotator, informed us :that 
“the composer expressed. the wisi 
that his symphony: be ‘presented: to 
its first audiences without analyti- 
cal comment; a wish which has here 
been respected.”’ 

Details of the new work can now 
be told. The first movement, lively 
in pace, vigorous in, mood, and 
haunted a certain persistent 
rhythm, follows quite clearly the sym- 
phonic mold with which Schubert 
himself was satisfied. It boasts the 
customary two contrasted themes and 
a ‘third idea in march tempo for a 
finishing passage, or ‘‘Coda.’’ ‘The 
harmony that provides the setting of 
the first theme provides cnough 
pepper to remind us that Atterburg 
lives and writes today, and is ac- 
quainted with the ideas of the poly- 
karmonists, but the second theme 
might have been written by Mendels- 
sohn if he had passed a week-end in 
Stockholm. The development of the | 
ideas is brilliant if traditional. The / 
themes have a grateful simplicity | 
and spontaneity of effect. } 
But it is the second movement | 
which leaves the deepest mark on | 
the memory, with the opening like} 
mysterious, murmuring depths of the} 
forest—a passage of truly suggestive | 
and unusual instrumentation. The} 
weavings of the subdued upper‘ 
strings maintain a certain romantic | 
mood, which is traversed by broad | 
lyrical melodies suggestive of Swed-'! 
ish folk-song. But these melodies | 
are not quotations. The movement is} 
at times shadowed by a northerns} 
melancholy. It ends mysteriously as 
it be , and gives way to the weak- | 
est if also the quickest part of the | 
a, age The beginning of this | 
finale is certainly suggestive of the | 
singing of birds. Then comes a pas- | 
sege of an experimental texture | 
which does not particularly help the | 
movement, and which may have a; 
certain symbolic or programmatic | 
significance for the composer. There | 
is the hesitating announcement of a | 
theme, given by different string in- | 
struments in turn, which at first is| 
treated in the fugal style. But in a} 
short time the counterpoint gives | 
way to lyrical melody. When the 
fugal passage returns later, now in 
the wind choir, it persists a little 
longer, only to be. completely over- 
powered and ‘swept away by a fresh 
current of rhythm and melody. The 
strong current forces the figure of 
the prospective fugue to become 
merely an accompaniment to the 
lilting dance melody.

SOME WHISTLING REMAINS 





: This Is Gradually Being Overcome, 


Says C. T. Manning—Much of It 
Comes From Other Areas. 





The general broadcasting * situa- 
tion in New York has shown definite 
improvement. during the past. few 
days as far as maintenance of wave 
is concerned, according to tests made 
since Sunday by engineers of the 
Federal Radio Supervisor in. the 
Subtreasury Building testing ~ sta- 
tion, For the first week, beginning 
Nov. 11, when the new radio broad- 
casting allocation became effective 
throughout the country, the engi- 
neers reported they had failed to dis- 
cover any improvement in transmis- 
sion-other than that noted the first 
night the new waves were tried out. 

Last night, however, it was re- 
ported that a general change for the 
better was evident, notwithstanding 
a few whistles were still heard at 
times on some of the upper waves 
and many on the waves between 1130 
and 1500 kilocycles. 

“Test made during the past. few 
days indicate general improvement 
as far as frequency measurements 
are concer*ag.”’ said C, T, Manning, 
engineer of che supervisor’s office, 
who tests the waves of local and as 
many distant stations as possible 
several times each week. ‘‘The im- 
provement is gradually better—mean- 
ing that some nights it is better and 


other nights the tests do not show 
up so well. However, the hetero- 
dynes or whistles noted lately were 
generally not of a serious nature, 
‘onthe. laces in the lower wave- 
len arlier in the week a 25- 
cieawaie discrepancy was discovered 
on one of the lower wave-length New 
York stations.’’ 

Last night, however, the Lenn 
discrepancy reported on a local sta 
tion was in the neighborhood of 5 
kilocycles. Mr. Manning said it seems 
that the: broadcasters are gradually 
finding their places and are thus im- 
proving the whole radio structure in 
this area. Most of the whistles come 
in from out-of-town’ broadcasters. 
During a demonstration of the test 
apparatus three distinct whistles on 
each side of one of New York’s lower 
wave-length transmitters could’ be

His real offense was ‘in its essence 
moral, ‘or anti-social. .For a long 
time he-did his best to/hinder an im- 
portant: investigation ‘by the Govern- 
ment..into a complicated case of 
fraud . affecting the public interest. 
If he did not swear falsely to the 
Senate Committee, he’ at least mis- 
led it, and sought to throw it off the 
trail -which it, was pursuing toward 
the mysterious transactions of 
the Continental Trading Company. 


Over that concern there was a preherisive system of disposal. In- 


tangled’ web of deceit which has not 
been entirely cleared. away-to this 
day, and which Colonel STEWART 
did his best -for-a time to- keep in- 
tact. It was on this account, no 
doubt, that Mr. ROCKEFELLER felt 
that Colonel STEWaART’s: conduct had 
been so indefensible. from a public 
point of view, and consequently so 
harmful to the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Indiana, that he sought to 
have. his. official connection with 
that corporation severed.

"DECLARED INSPIRING 


John Erskine Says Composer Is 
Fortanate in the Way His 
Centenar~ Is Observed. 





John. Erskine, president of the: Juil- 
Nard Foundation, paid a tribute to 
the memory of Franz Schubert, the 
Viennese composer, the centenary of 
whose death was observed last night 
at. the concert of the Philharmonic-

The name of Hermann Sudermann, 
so. familiar to the playgoers sand 
novel readers of the previous geu- 
eration in America, has almost been 
forgotten here for “many years. 
Once crowds flocked to hear Mod- 
jeska and Minnie Maddern Fiske, 
and even Sarah Bernhardt, play the 
part of the singer? Magda in ‘‘Hei- 
mat,” and the novel “Frau Sorge’’ 
(“Dame Care’’ in the English. trans- 
lation) was a best seller thirty-five 
years ago. It is not that Suder- 
mann stopped writing, for his list, 
of published works since then is for- 
midable and extends down to as late 
as. 1923, but his later works were 
seldom translated, and never suc- 
cessful. 


Obscure Journalist at First. 


From an obscure journalist, Suder- 
mann in the space of six years be 
came a world-famous author. He 
was born at Matziken, near the Rus- 
sian boundary line of East Prussia, 
Sept. 30, 1857. His family was 
originally Dutch of the Mennonite 
Sect. Despite the poverty and- et 
gle of his youth, he managed to 
a thorough education, and, after 
university work was over, polo 
a position in Berlin as editor of a 
small political weekly. In his spare 
time he used to write short stories, 
and after a few years gave up edit- 
ing for literature. 
The change brought. him many 
privations, and as he said later, ‘‘for 
a number of years it was exclusively 
a bread and cheese’ existence.’’ In 
1886 came his first novel, ‘‘im Zwie- 
licht” (‘In Twilight’’). A year ‘later: 
he wrote what is considered his mas- 
terpiece, ‘‘Frau Sorge,’’ the story of 
a sensitive young man, torn ‘ be- 
tween attachment to an unworthy 
father and love for a woman.. 


Fame Came to Him as Author. 


He did not achieve fame as a nov- 
elist, however, but as a playwright. 
His first drama, “Die Ehre’’ (‘‘Hon- 
or’’), was an immediate success. In 


‘}1898 came ‘‘Heimat,”’ called ‘‘Mag- 
da’’ in the English translation, which 
made his name familiar all over the 
Western world. It did not make 
a great success until Hieanora Duse 
saw its possibilities and created the 
Italian réle, with the title ‘‘Casa 
Paterna "’ 
Many plays followed, and some 
were translated into English and 
played here, among them ‘‘The Fires 
of Sst. John"’ and ‘“‘The Faraway 
Princess.’’ Of recent years Suder- 
mann confined .himself to critical 
works, his last two books being a 
history of the novel and. the drama.

The southwest corner of Thirty- 
ninth Street and Seventh Avenue, 
which has figured in several real 
estate transactions running into 
many millions of dollars during the 
past. year, was turned over again 
yesterday:in a deal that will involve 
‘More than $20,000,000. 

This corner, considered one of the 
most valuable on the avenue south 
of Times ‘Square, is’ Known as the’ 
Pictorial Review -property. 

It was sold by Louis Adler,’ who 
has erected several large buildings 
in Manhattan and just completed an 
$8,000,000 building for the United 
States Government at Hudson and 
Varick Streets, to the Trinity Church 
Corporation, which ranks among the 
largest realty owners in Manhattan. 


Leased for 84 Years. 


Papers were filed yesterday in the 
Register’s office showing that Trin- 
ity, after purchasing the land, which 
has:a frontage of 107 feet in Seventh 
Avenue and 146 feet on the street, 
has leased the corner back to Mr. 
Adler for eighty-four years at ap- 
proximately $150,000 net a ‘year. 
According to the reement, Mr. 
Adler must expend at least $3,000.000 
on the _ thirty-two-story building 
which he has plans to erect on the 
site. The lease also stipulates that 
the lessee may negotiate a loan 
equivalent to two-thirds of the value 
of the land and building. Mr. Adler 
bought the property last June from 
Cc. K. Eagle. On the site stood a 
twelve-story structure erected espe- 
cially for the Pictorial Review and 
which is said to have cost $2,000,000 
to erect.
